INTERNATIONAL GATHERING 

The first architectural news of the New 
Year is that the Council of CIAM is to 
hold a meeting in London at the end 
of next week—the first time it has met 
in this country since it was formed. It 
is entirely a private occasion, since the 
function of this inner Council is to dis- 
cuss long-term policy and the pro- 


gramme of future congresses and then 
pass its decisions to the national 
groups through which CIAM operates. 
But the presence in London at the same 
time of Le Corbusier, Giedion (the 
secretary-general), van Eesteren and 
other distinguished characters (including 
possibly Helena Syrkus and Aalto) is of 
considerable interest. 


Gropius, the president, is not able to 
come from America, I understand, and 
it is not yet certain who will be here 
from the Eastern European countries. 
Ernesto Rogers, who only returned to 
Italy last week after a most successful 
term teaching at the AA, is making the 
Council meeting the excuse for another 
visit to London. His two partners, with 
‘whom he practises in Milan, Peressutti 
and Belgiojoso, are to follow him later 
this year as temporary members of the 
AA staff. 


* 


Other news of architectural travellers 
is that Giedion, immediately after the 
Council, sails for America where he is 
to teach for several months at MIT. 
This is where Aalto teaches already 
—when he is not building new towns 
in his native Finland. 


RESTRICTION REQUIRED 
Somewhere in the Home Counties there 
is an acre of land neatly fenced off 
from gorse and bracken and laid out as 
a garden. Back in 1947, when the 
owner’s plans were first approved, he 
hoped soon to look out on this scene 
from his living room windows. But all 
he can envisage in the immediate future 
is an occasional picnic on the spot where 
his house should stand. Lack of 
children and ailments holds him firmly 
in the mud of the local points pool for 
private building licences. 


At the same time enterprising agents 
suggest that because of the magic of his 
“export business” they could obtain 
licences for a new factory or more office 
space. Of course, if he eventually de- 
cided that he had no need for these 


buildings, they point out, then the fac- 
tory could be sold profitably and the 
office let well above the 8s. 6d, per 
“carpet space” foot super that the 
Government will pay. 


I am reluctant to suggest that we want 
more regulations rather than less. But 
surely this situation points to the need 
for some machinery to ensure that 
licences are used for the purpose for 
which they were granted. 


PUBS AGAIN 

The Review competition is specially 
concerned with the creation of the right 
atmosphere inside the pub, not with 
planning it. Pub planning, though a 
separate subject, is nevertheless one 
about which there is plenty to be said, 
and in‘ his recent book,* F. W. B. 
Yorke (architect father of an architect 
son) says it with all the authority of 
someone who has designed and built 
many pubs himself—mostly in and 
around Birmingham.

BROADSHEETS FOR PLANNERS 

I have been looking through the broad- 
sheets issued by the Department of 
Health for Scotland as instructions to 
planning officers with regard to the 
preparation of the development plan. 
It appears that some 20 maps of various 
kinds will have to be prepared during 
what is left of the statutory three years, 
and the broadsheets lay down the 
method by which information is to be 
presented on each map. One point I 
noticed was that the colours required 
for the various indications were pre- 
pared by the British Colour Council for

It will be immensely valuable to have 
all the maps of the planning authority 
uniformly .presented, although I think 
that insistence upon a specific Uno pen 
is going a little too far. Unfortunately, 
the broadsheets, though admirably clear 
and easily comprehensible, will do 
nothing to guarantee that the planning 
will be adequate for the next fifty years 
or so. That, alas, cannot be achieved 
either by broadsheets or handbooks, but 
only by the encouragement of bold and 
imaginative planning and the ruthless 
suppression of timid and stereotyped 
proposals. 


PUBLIC INCONVENIENCE 
A fortnight ago I suggested that the 
Next amenity to be provided by London 
Transport might be loud-speakers so 
that the guard could tell us the next 
station and give us time to get to the 
door. I now withdraw the suggestion, 
for I hear of an American municipality 
Which, in spite of local protests, is to 
supply all its public’ transport with 
“soothing music” interspersed with 
advertising plugs, a fearsome prospect 
with the sole advantage that nobody is 
likely to try it over here.

Incidentally, it is good news that 
Clifford Ellis, the principal of the Bath 
Academy of Art, is to help Herts CC 
with the decoration and adornment of 
some of their schools. We can do with 
mich more of this, vigorous unself- 
consciousness. After all, on this basis 
it can all be re-painted six months’ later. 


GIFT BOOKS RETURN 
If any of you had twelve guineas’ 
worth of book tokens in your Christmas 
stocking you can spend them on the 
new Lund Humphries volume on the 
stained glass of Canterbury Cathedral. It 
sounds a lot of money, but it is a 
wonderful production and a most en- 
couraging sign that perhaps those monu- 
Mental architectural books—designed to 
lie about on library tables—which we 
thought had disappeared for ever, are 
coming back.

Their return would be welcome because 
there are certain subjects, especially 
architectural ones, which are only worth 
dealing with in a monumental way with 
illustrations of the highest quality. 
Stained glass is notoriously difficult *to 
depict, but the illustrations to the 
Canterbury volume, in colour collotype, 
are remarkably good. 


Another monumental werk well on the 
way towards publication is the definitive 
record of the work of Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
to be produced by Country Life, a 
firm responsible in the past—along with 
Batsford and the Architectural Press— 
for many grand architectural volumes. 
This is to be a four-volume work. The 
first three volumes, which are being 
edited by A. S. G. Butler, will illustrate 
Lutyens’s buildings, and the fourth will 
be a life of Lutyens by Christopher 
Hussey.

HE amount of information the modern architect is 
supposed to have at his disposal is far greater than one 
man can master. Hence the growing tendency towards 

specialization, whether in the form of offices that concentrate 
on one kind of buiiding or of offices within which each partner 
or assistant has one subject on which he is the acknowledged 
expert. Hence the greater use of specialist consultants and 
the greater readiness on the part of architects to take technical 
advice from specialist firms in the building trade. 

The time for jacks-of-all-trades has passed. And this applies 
to editors as well as architects. In recent years, the technical 
Press has closely followed the profession in preferring to work 
through a team of specialists. Since the war the JOURNAL 
has been conducted by an editorial board and advised by a 
group of highly qualified technical specialists who have made 
its technical section an authoritative guide to all developments 
with which architects ought to be familiar. 

Up till now, nevertheless, the JouRNAL’s editors and advisers 
have preserved the old tradition of anonymity. The time 
now seems ripe to begin to discard it, to follow specialization 
to its logical conclusion and acknowledge that specialist contri- 
butions require a personal signature to give them full authority. 
The Journat is therefore celebrating the beginning of a new 
half-century (which event, in spite of the protests of the. 
mathematical professors, in the eyes of any decent person takes 
place now) by printing on its first page the name of its editors 
and technical advisers and of the leading members of its staff. 
That at least is the principle the JouRNAL establishes in this 
issue. Unfortunately for the moment the practice cannot be 
quite so good as the theory. Because they are civil servants 
or for other good reasons, certain of our technical advisers must 
still remain anonymous, and as a result, to preserve the team 
spirit, the others have decided to stay so too. Nevertheless, 
the reader can take it that this anonymity conceals the names 
of leading authorities on their subject. It is proposed, in 
future, to make even wider use of these experts, and they have 
undertaken to contribute facts and comments to other parts 
of the JourNnaL than the technical section. These will be 
signed, in the absence of a name, by a number, which will be 
found against the title of each editor on the first page and 
against any contribution for which he is personally responsible. 
In the Information Centre such signatures are not required 
as the expert responsible can be deduced from the heading 
under which each entry is printed. 


NEW YEAR NEW LOOK 


Accompanying these changes, readers will find, in this and 
succeeding issues, various changes in lay-out and typography. 
The immediate. post-war stringency of paper rationing has 
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now been relaxed, and it is no longer necessary to pack news, 
views and illustrations into the smallest possible space. Pages 
have been added to the JourNAL and the sequence of subjects 
and their presentation have been redesigned in the interest of 
logic and lucidity. 

Henceforward the JouRNAL will begin with those sections that 
serve to convey opinions and discuss policy: Astragal’s 
column, leading articles and readers’ letters. Next will come 
news—in text or pictures—then the illustration of current 
buildings, which it is planned in the case of selected buildings, 
to illustrate in considerably more technical detail with the 
help of the technical experts ; and finally the technical section. 
Readers will also find the pages decorated by a number of 
new titles and tail pieces specially drawn for the JourNAL of 
1950 by Mr. Edward Bawden. 


ARCON JOINS THE BOARD 


There is one further new departure to mark the new half- 
century. Readers will notice on the first page a new character 
listed among the editors : a Guest Editor for 1950. It is one 
function of the technical press to act as a forum for the 
discussion of urgent and controversial questions ; to set a lead 
where it can and, failing that, to do its best to put the pros 
and cons of every issue before its readers for their guidance. 
The JourNAL plans each year to invite a well-known firm of 
architects, specially qualified for its knowledge and experience 
of one such urgent topic, to discuss it during that year. The 
firm is invited to become, for a year, a member of the editorial 
board and will have at its disposal the pages of the JouRNAL 
as a platform from which to talk to its fellow architects on the 
subject chosen. 

The subject for 1950 will be how to make the practice of 
architecture pay its way as a business ; that is to say, how 
the private architectural office can be run, and how the 
architect and his partners can organize their practice, in the 
light of the revolution that has taken place inside and outside 
the profession since the war. This is a problem which worries 
a great many architects faced with disproportionate overheads 
and made unpleasantly aware that changes are needed in the 
old system. 

The JourNAL’s guest editor for 1950 is the firm of Arcon, a 
firm which is already well known as a pioneer in practice 
methods. Arcon has been organized to cope with exactly the 
problems referred to above, and Mr. Raglan Squire, a partner 
whose name is already well known to every architect, has 
been chosen by the firm to represent it on the JOURNAL’s 
editorial board. He will give the readers the benefits of 
Arcon’s experience over the whole field of office organization, 
speaking—for once non-figuratively—from the business end. 
It is, therefore, appropriate that the JouRNAL should welcome 
Mr. Squire to its pages at the same time as it wishes its readers 
a happy New Year.

Frank’s Folly 


Sm.—I must protest against the opinions 
expressed by your correspondent, A. L. N. 
Russell. I have recently returned from 
America, where I spent several days in San 
Francisco. While there, I visited Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s latest shop and met the 
cient, with whom I had a most interesting 
conversation, and who was kind enough to 
take me round and discuss the many unusual 
features of the design. 
It is evident that the effect of being 
sucked in through the small hole in the 
facade, which definitely does create an im- 
mediate curiosity, is successfully achieved, 
and acts as a dramatic prelude to the 
imaginative interior treatment. Much of 
this effect would be lost if the interior were 
visible from the street, through the normal 
glass frontage. Purely from a salesmanship 
angle, the client is entirely satisfied, and the 
shop is doing excellent business. 
It was unfortunate that interior views 
could not be published at the same time as 
those of the exterior, as one cannot really 
pronounce judgment without a knowledge 
of the scheme as a whole, and of the fact 
that the treatment of the entrance is merely 
the first link in the spiral motif, which 
forms the basis of the interior design. 
Therefore, let us welcome such experi- 
ments, and particularly clients who have the 
courage to undertake them; and when, as 
in this case, the result is a complete success, 
both from the client’s and the public’s point 
of view, I feel that a “ cock-eyed idea” is 
hardly a fair or considered description.

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the vicinity—around which are the best 
shops and highest land values in downtown 
San Francisco. The street on to which this 
shop faces is, however, little more than an 
alley so that to look out on it from the 
shop would hardly be in key with the Union 
Square prices charged within. The doorway 
is at the corner nearest Union Square, so 
the customer sees as little of this narrow 
street as possible. From Union Square the 
doorway appears as a definite punctuation 
point, even though necessarily seen from 
an oblique angle. Any facade in normal 
bays would have presented a_ constant 
rhythm down this uninviting side street, 
which would instantly have convinced 
most potential customers that no shop of 
interest to one who goes to Union Square 
could possibly be “ down there.” 

Mr, Wright does not need me to defend his 
work, but I am sure that whatever “ Frank’s 
folly” is, possibly the famous glass tubes 
of the Johnson Wax Factory at Racine, it 
is not this shop. The moral appears to be 
in that architectural criticism as well as 
design a proper understanding of environ- 
ment can often be as important as “ firm- 
ness, commodity and delight.”

The building was formerly a structure composed of two parts ; a dwelling house 
connected to a large industrial shed. One or two partitions were removed and the 
studding of an old partition wall was retained. The scheme was carried out 
without the use of expensive materials, and decorative effects were obtained by the 
use of murals and a balanced colour scale.

Timber Lectures 


A special course of six weekly lectures on 
the structural use of timber in building, 
commencing on Thursday, February 2, at 
7 p.m., has been arranged at the LCC

Five of the lectures will be delivered by 
Mr. D. H. Moss and one by Mr. F 
Silvester.

Mobile Acoustics Laboratory 


The mobile acoustics laboratory of the 
Building Research Station, Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, will shortly 
be working at Priory Court, Countess Road, 
Walthamstow, a housing scheme being built 
for the Walthamstow Borough Council. The 
scheme consists of 21 blocks of flats which 
are now nearing completion. Sound insula- 
tion techniques and material have been used 
in their construction. They will eventually 
house some 400 families and a number of 
the blocks are occupied already. 


The mobile acoustics laboratory is a 
research instrument specially designed for 
acoustic measurement and equipped with 
microphones, recorders, noise machines and 
so on. It has been used to measure acous- 
tics in many types of building, including 
factories and concert halls, and recently 
visited Rotterdam to work on experimental 
flats there with 48 different methods of 
sound insulation. As a result of this work, 
and other researches at the Building 
Research Station and the National Physical 
Laboratory, knowledge is being gained 
which, it is hoped, will lead to proper sound 
insulation of flats and houses. 

The laboratory will be making a series of 
measurements at Priory Court during the 
week January 9-14. The laboratory, its 
equipment, methods of measurement, and 
the effect of sound insulation will be shown.

Preservation of Trees 


Darrick Wood, more than 20 acres of 
woodland near Farnborough in the Urban 
District of Orpington, will be preserved for 
posterity if the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning confirms an order made 
by the Kent County Council in consultation 
with the Orpington Urban District Council, 
The woodland ‘is of oak standard and 
coppice. In taking the present action, the 
County Council has adopted the view that 
these trees are of importance in the land- 
scape as a feature of the local amenities. 
The woodland is also considered to. be of 
intrinsic value as the soil appears to be 
favourable to the natural regeneration of 
oak. 

Most of the oaks in the wood are fully 
matured and indiscriminate felling might 
well damage the younger trees which are 
developing. The order has, therefore, been 
made to ensure that felling shall be con- 
trolled and that replanting shall take place 
when desirable.

This Sheet is the second of a group setting out design 
data for swimming baths. It deals with covered baths. 


Siting 


Sites for covered baths should, where possible, be 
situated adjoining or surrounded by an open green 
space and be within easy reach of adequate transport 
facilities. They should be large enough to provide 
sufficient parking space and to allow for future 
extensions. Secondary road access, in addition to 
the main entrance, should be considered for goods 
deliveries. 


Orientation 


Large windows in end or side walls of bath halls 
should face east, south or west. 


Planning 


Districts with a population of 50,000 or more should 
be equipped with a bath suitable for A.S.A. and inter- 
national championships. Such a bath should measure 
at least 100 ft. 0 in. by 42 ft. 0 in. 


Districts with a population of 40,000 or less may be 
equipped with a bath measuring at least 75 ft. 0 in. by 
35 ft. 0 in. This provides for the minimum length 
required by the A.S.A. for local championships in 
covered baths, and is a suitable size for the use of the 
general public, schools, and local clubs. 


Design 


The basic units of a covered bath establishment con- 
sist of the following :— 


1. The bath hall with swimming bath (one or more), 
spectators’ seating, dressing and pre-cleansing facili- 
ties, lavatories for swimmers and spectators, and 
staff rooms. 

2. The slipper and special baths section with waiting 
rooms, lavatories and staff rooms. 

3. The main entrance hall with ticket and adminis- 
trative offices. 

4. The engineering plant (heating, ventilation, filtra- 
tion) with stores and staff rooms, and the establish- 
ment laundry. 


It should be noted that this list excludes the alierna- 
tive use of a covered bath as a public hall for concerts, 
etc., and does not refer to establishments containing a 
public wash-house. 


Space Requirements 


Minimum sized bath for local championships: Length 
75 ft. 0 in., width 35 ft.0 in. Bath surround 4 ft. 6 in. 
min. at sides, 6 ft. 0 in. min. at ends if no diving 
boards, otherwise 12 ft. 0 in. min. at diving end. 
Water depth 3 ft. 0 in. to 3 ft. 6 in. max. at shallow 
end; 34m. A.S.A. min. at deep end for diving up to 
3 m. height. 


Baths for A.S.A. and international championships : 
Length 100 ft. 0 in., width 42 ft. 0 in. Larger sizes in 
common use are 120 ft. 0 in. by 48 ft. 0 in., 132 ft. Oin. 
by 48 ft. 0 in. and 165 ft. 0 in. by 60 ft. 0 in. The 
length of all baths should preferably be a proportion 
of a mile so as to accommodate A.S.A. racing 
distances and the width should take account of the 
number of competitors taking part in races. A.S.A. 
— regulations are tabulated on the face of 
this Sheet.

Height of bath hall: In general to equal about half 
the shortest hall dimension. In the case of spring- 
boards up to 3 m. the clear height above water level 
should be at least 22 ft.0 in.

Width of bath hall: This depends on the location of 
spectators’ seating and dressing and cleansing facilities.

GENERAL.—The house consists 
of a central core containing the 
kitchen, bath, heater-utility room 
and all wiring, plumbing, heating 
and kitchen accessories.

THERMAL INSULATION 


Thermal Insulation in Building. A. G. 
a (JRIBA Aug., 1949; JRIBA Sept., 
1949). 


Survey of recent trends in thermal insu- 
lation of buildings, with particular reference 
to its economic value. 


Although many architects are already fully 
aware of the importance of insulation in 
building, there are also many who have not 
yet fully realized the advantages to be gained- 
and the savings in heating costs to be made. 
Even more important, they may not have 
available the facts and figures necessary to 
prove to their clients that money judiciously 
invested in insulation is money which will 
pay high and certain dividends. 

These articles, which are clear, concise and 
based on modern research, are just what the 
architect needs to persuade himself that in- 
sulation is worth while, if he has not already 
done so, and, if he has, then what he needs 
to persuade his clients. 

Under the first heading, “The Importance 
of Insulation,” the author defines insulation 
and gives examples of several different types: 
fibreboard and wood wool slabs, corkboard, 
asbestos, mineral wools, foils and lightweight 
blocks. Sections through various types of 
wall, floor and ceiling are shown, with a 
note of the U values of each. He then 
stresses the importance of insulation with 
regard to fuel saving and comfort, and men- 
tions in passing the extraordinarily limited 
area of a normal British house which is habit- 
able in really cold weather. 

As regards cost, he quotes figures :—Walls: 
porous materials instead of dense, no extra. 
Upper floor only of small house: £5 to £12 
according to material. £2 extra to finish 
ceiling with fibreboard in place of plaster- 
board. The capital cost of insulating a new 
corrugated asbestos factory roof may be off- 
set against reduced cost of heating plant, 
whilst providing annual saving in fuel. 
Advantages additional to fuel saving, in- 
creased comfort and production, absence of 
pattern staining, etc., are pointed out; as 
also is possibly increased fire risk. It could, 
however, be properly pointed out as an 
advantage that some types of insulation also 
reduce the fire risk appreciably. 

Conductivity, resistance and transmittance

The author 
suggests 0.20 for everything as an economic- 
ally attained standard. He then suggests 
means of attaining these. In general, his sug- 
gestions are: Outer wall, cavity construc- 
tion, inner leaf of lightweight blocks, U = 
920. Ground floor, solid construction, U = 
0.20 for base concrete or screeded finish, 0.15 
for wood blocks, as against 0.40 for well 
yentilated wood floor, or 0.35 if covered. 
For roof, of ordinary construction, tiles, felt, 
plaster ceiling, 0.43 is given; this can easily 
be reduced, by inclusion of insulation at ceil- 
ing level, to 0.20 or less. And here, the 
author introduces a most important point. 
To be effective, insulation must be well 
carried out, without heat leakage paths, and 
proper supervision by the architect is essen- 
tial to this end. The author then quotes 
figures from the BRS experiments, giving 
annual savings possible with different de- 
ees of insulation, an annual saving of no 
than 24.4 cwt. for background heating 
alone of a small house being possible between 
a badly insulated—pre-war standard—and a 
really well insulated house. This represents, 
at present prices, a saving of at least £5. He 
then gives details of insulation of various 
examples of modern small house construc- 
tion, miscalled low-cost housing. ; 
The advantages, when intermittent heating 
is used, of a low thermal capacity lining are 
given. They enable the inner surface of the 
wall rapidly to achieve a temperature 
approaching that of the air, so reducing radia- 
tion losses from bodies in the room. 
The advantages of double glazing, in com- 
bating heat losses and draughts is discussed. 
The author suggests that the benefits and 
economics of double glazing in this country 
should be investigated further. A good fit 
js necessary, and weather stripping some- 
times worth while. ;

per week. This represents 4 cwt. of coke per 
week. Lagging, of 75 per cent. efficiency, 
will save nearly a ton of coke, costing £4 
a year; the lagging will cost less than this. 

In the second part of this article, the author 
considers the insulation of factory buildings. 
Perhaps this is an even more fertile field 
for fuel saving. The insulated factory may 
require less than half the fuel to heat it 
than the uninsulated, and in the case of a 
new building, the cost of insulation may be 
less than that saved on the heating plant. 
Half-inch fibreboard lining to corrugated 
steel or asbestos cement roofing will reduce 
“U” from 1.5 and 1.4 respectively to 0.32, 
representing some 6} tons of fuel per 1,000 
ft. super of floor space saved annually. Cost 
of this at £4 per ton, about £26. Cost of 
fibreboard lining at 1s. 6d. foot super fixed 
is £75. Cost is written off in less than three 
years; all future savings are profit. An in- 
teresting example is given of aluminium in- 
sulation in the Northern Aluminium Com- 
pany’s works. Insulation is corrugated 
aluminium foil, supported by corrugated 
aluminium sheeting 18 mil. thick, fixed to 
purlins by cranked hook bolts. Reduction 
of fuel for space heating for 99,000 ft. super 
from October to March was 625 tons. Cost 
of insulation was £8,041; annual saving, 
£2,432. The insulation will pay for itself 
in three years. : 

Various methods of insulation are shown, 
including fibreboard or wood wool slabs 
above or below purlins; the same, used as 
permanent shuttering to RC roofing; insulat- 
ing board (e.g., corkboard) used over precast 
RC or hollow tile flooring, before applica- 
tion of the water-proofing. Some materials 
have considerable incidental advantage of 
sound absorption. Even where there is a 
considerable area of glass in a roof, insu- 
lation is still worth while, as U for glass = 
1.00; for corrugated steel, 1.5. Although 
largest heat loss occurs through the roof, it 
will normally be worth while also to insu- 
late the walls, including large doors. To 
avoid excessive loss through air change, these 
doors should be easy to operate or they will 
be left open. It is preferable if they do not 
open into the main factory space. A brick 
outer wall with light block inner wall is suit- 
able for factory walls or sheeting with board 
or other lining. It is not yet considered prac- 
ticable to use double glazing for large areas 
of window in factories, but windows can be 
made to fit properly. 

In all, this article should prove valuable to 
all who take interest in the saving of fuel.

This is a valuable practitioners’ publication 
—unfortunately at a price. It is contained in 
a magnificent zippered leather case in the 
best manner of American packaging. This is 
the third edition, revised in the light of field 
experience of earlier editions. There are 37 
charts, with 943 colour chips in 30 hues 
(rather more than the orthodox 24) and 9 
grey steps instead of 8. 

The chips are splendid. They are made by 
applying a matt pigmented lacquer of each 
colour to one side of a clear plastic, thus 
producing matt and polished surfaces on one 
chip. All are removable for study and 
assembly on work charts, which are also 
provided. 

A book of instructions accompanies the 
Manual. 

It is understood that over a thousand copies 
of earlier editions have been sold. One 
wonders how many people in this country 
have started to rationalize their use of colour.

3011 T AND C P ACT 


Q A pamphlet issued by the Central 

Land Board dated October 25, 1948, 
called ‘‘ House. 1,” under “ Advice to 
Buyers” paragraph 3 and 5, states:— 


“3. Do not buy as part of the purchase 
price of the land the seller’s claim on the 
£300 million fund. The right to a payment 
from the fund is not yet established and its 
amount cannot yet be known, The amount 
will in any case be related to the circum- 
stances of the owner of the land on July 1, 
1948, and not to those of any new buyer. 
A buyer of such a claim is therefore buy- 
ing a risk at a‘ certainty’ price.” 


“5S. If you are to pay the development 
charge (and, unless the seller is willing to 
pay it, you will have to do so) you should 
never pay building value for the land. If 
you do, you will be charged the building 
value over again in your development 
charge. You should pay what is known as 
existing use value and no more. A rough 
guide to existing use value of land is its 
value to use it as it is actually being used 
(as, for example, agricultural allotment, or 
garden land) with a prohibition against 
erecting any building on it except for 
agriculture.” 


The last paragraph but one reads:—*“ In 
normal cases, therefore, where an owner is 
not prepared to sell at a price related to 
method A, B or C (not copied herewith) 
the Central Land Board will have to con- 
sider the various compulsory purchase 
powers in-the Act.” 


On this advice from the Central Land 
Board an owner not being willing to sell 
or lease on existing use value to my client, 
I asked for a compulsory purchase of a 
plot of land for the building of a detached 
house. An enquiry was held by an Inspec- 
tor of the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning on August 30, 1949, but from 
correspondence it has evidently not yet 
been confirmed by the Minister. 


Have you any experience of the length 
of time before the prospective plot owner 
gets possession of his plot and how many 
successful claims have been made? Is there 
any method of urging the matter since 1 
am considering advising my client-to pay 
the full building value of the land and the 
development charge? 


A It is a pity to give up after having 

gone so far with the Central Land 
Board. About eight compulsory purchase 
orders have been made by the Board in cir- 
cumstances such as these. I think if the 
Board were pressed for a decision — 
possibly getting the client to write to his 
MP about the delay—a decision would be 
obtained quite soon. Until the client knows 
that the decision is adverse it seems a pity 
to pay the inflated price asked by the 
vendor of the land.
